19^1  SPRING  MEETING 

Yale  University  was  host  for  the  April  30,  1971  meeting  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut. 
Main  topics  of  the  day  were  Special  Collections  and  a  business  meeting  which  included  a 
discussion  of  the  Institute  on  Library  of  Congress  Music  Cataloging  Policies  and 

Procedures, 

Special  Collections. 

The  Alfred  Einstein  Collection  was  discussed  by  Mary  M.  Ankudowich,  Librarian, 
Smith  College.  Summary:  Alfred  Einstein  (l88o-1952)  was  above  all  a  noted  musicologist 
who  has  such  credits  as:  editor  of  Zeitschrift  fur  Musikwissenschaft;  music  critic  of 
the  Mtinchener  Post;  critic  of  the  Berliner  Tageblatt;  revisor  of  the  Rieman  Musiklexikon 
and  the  KSchel  Mozart  Verzeichnis;  author  of  various  histories  of  music  and  biographies 
of  Gluck,  Mozart,  and  Schubert;  teacher  at  Princeton,  Yale,  Har.tt  College  of  Music, 
and  Smith  College.  The  Einstein  Collection  of  vocal  music  represents  his  life  work 
that  culminated  in  The  Italian  Madrigal  published  by  Princeton  University  in  19^9- 
It  is  now  in  reprint.  The  collection  itself  is  called  Madrigals  of  the  l6th  &  17th 
Centuries.  It  is  a  manuscript  collection  copied  in  Einstein's  hand  from  original 
editions  of  printed  part  books  scattered  in  libraries  throughout  Europe,  chiefly  in 
Germany  and  Italy.  Einstein  collected  all  parts  into  score  for  easy  reading.  About 
one  fifth  of  the  entries  in  Vogel  Bibliothek  der  gedruckten  weltlichen  Vocal-Musik 
italiens  aus  den  Jahren  1500-1700*  Berlin  1892  are  contained  in  Einstein's  collection . 
Vocal  music  is  represented  by  Philip  de  Monte,  Steffani,  CaHssimi,  Cavalli,  Rossi, 
">  Cesti,  and  others.  There  is  also  a  collection  of  20  volumes  of  instrumental  music. 
Today  the  entire  collection  contains  over  6000  compositions  in  1^,000  pages  in  106 
volumes.  In  19^9  the  whole  collection  was  microfilmed  and  is  available  for  sale  at 
cost  (about  810  per  reel).  Volumes  are  not  loaned  or  copied  because  of  their  fragility. 
Purchase  of  a  reel  of  microfilm  is  encouraged.  All  requests  for  contents  may  be  made 
to  Smith  College,  Werner  Josten  Library,  Northampton,  Massachusetts. 

Americana  at  the  New  England  Conservatory  was  discussed  by  Sydney  Beck,  Librarian, 
New  England  Conservatory.  Summary:  The  New  England  Conservatory  contains  a  wealth  of 
19th  Century  music  periodicals;  letters  of  Gottschalk,  Chadwick,  and  otherej  Psalmody  & 
Glees;  Howe's  Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic.  Many  holograph  scores  and  performance 
material  from  Boston  composers  are  represented  by  John  Knowles  Paine  (1873-1903)  and 
George  Chadwick  (1882-1931).  The  manuscript  collection  contains  57  items  of  Chadwick 
and  70  items  of  Frederick  Shepherd  Converse,  and  selections  of  Foote,  Goodrich,  Daniels, 
Carpenter,  Mason,  Hadley,  Beach,  Porter,  Parker,  Atherton,  Loeffler,  and  others.  All 
of  these  scores  and  parts  are  available  for  performance,  usually  by  duplication.  On 
May  5-9,  1971,  there  was  a  musical  festival  at  NEC  titled  "New  England  composers  past 
&  present."  Similar  ventures  are  anticipated  by  those  interested  in  American  music. 
The  New  England  Conservatory  has  other  numerous  collections  ranging  from  the  complete  films 
of  The  Voice  of  Firestone  television  series  to  its  items  written  by  and  about  the  New 
England  School  of  composers.

Music  Dealers. 

A  list  of  dealers  used  by  the  Harvard  Music  Library  was  distributed  at  the  Spring 
meeting  by  Miss  Mary  Lou  Little.  The  list  contains  sources  of  music  from  all  parts 
of  the  world. 


Budget  Cuts. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Natalie  Breed  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  explaining 
some  of  their  budget  cuts.  There  was  a  3%   personnel  cut  (number,  not  salary); 
department  heads  took  a  "voluntary"  salary  cut;  there  will  be  4?00jK)O00  less  from 
the  federal  government  this  year.  The  new  addition  to  the  library  is  expected  to  open 
in  July  1972;  a  truck  delivery  service  is  replacing  mail  in  inter-library  loan. 
There  are  two  libraries  in  the  Boston  Public  Library:  the  General  Library,  which 
circulates  books,  etc.;  and  the  Reference  Library,  which  is  non-circulating.  G.K. 
Hall  is  going  to  publish  the  music  collection  catalog  soon.  Most  libraries  anticipated 
some  form  of  budget  cuts. 

Institute  on  LC  music  cataloging  policies  and  procedures. 

A  panel  and  discussion  was  held  by  Dorothy  McAdoo  and  Robert  Cunningham  covering 
the  January  26-27,  1971  meeting  in  Washington,  D„C.  held  before  the  Music  Library 
Association  meeting.  The  basic  topics  covered  at  the  Institute  were:  Procedures  for 
cataloging  musical  material;  Processing  department  organization;  Acquisition  policies; 
Anglo-American  Cataloging  Rules:  basic  theory  and  its  application  to  music;  Subject 
Headings;  Classification  of  musical  material  (M  Schedule);  and  Shelflisting  (Cuttering) 
of  musical  materials.  The  Music  Library  Association  is  considering  the  publication  of 
the  papers  in  one  volume;  and  a  full  report  of  the  discussions  will  appear  in  the  Music 
Cataloging  Bulletin.

1971  FALL  MEETING 

The  Fall  meeting  is  being  held  at  Wheaton  College,  Norton,  Mass.  on  Saturday, 
October  30,  1971. 

A  new  organ  will  be  demonstrated:  "The  organ  in  Cole  Memorial  Chapel,  built  by 
Casavant  Freres,  Limitee  of  St.  Hyacinthe,  Quebec,  and  installed  in  the  fall  of  1969, 
is  an  outstanding  representative  of  the  new  organ  movement  in  America.  Designed 
along  north  German  lines,  but  with  a  fuller  sonority,  the  organ  has  three  manuals 
and  pedal,  mechanical  ("tracker")  key  action,  and  39  stops,  and  plays  with  distinction 
music  of  periods  other  than  the  German  and  French  baroque  to  which  it  is  particularly 
suited.  The  organ  was  the  generous  gift  of  the  Lincoln  and  Therese  Filene  Foundation 
(honoring  a  distinguished  Wheaton  alumna  and  patronness  of  the  arts,  Catherine  Filene 
Shouse)  and  other  donors."
